The vote Was Lord Lansdowne’s 
amendment that the house was not 
justified in giving its consent to the 
bil? until it had been submitted to the 
judgment of the country. Nearly 15 
minutes were occupied in clearing the 
house, the tellers for division being 
Bar! Waldegrave, Viscount Churchill, 
Baron Denman and Lord Colbrooke. 
When the vote was announced, just 
before midnight, as 350 to 75 in favor 
of the amendment, a few mixed cheers 
were heard. Owing to the crowded 


_ state of the chamber the tellere had 


some difficulty in forcing their, way 
unrough to Lord Loreburn, lord high 
chancellor. The Earl of Crewe imme- 
diately moved an adjournment and the 
house rose. 

An eager and expectant crowd was 
awaiting the result in the central hall, 
and when the figures*of the vote be- 
came known there was a slight at- 
tempt at counter-demonstratione. The 
officials, however, speedily cleared the 
hall and in a few minutes the lobbies 
and precincts were empty. 

It fe worthy of note that Lord St. 
Aldwyn, who as Michgel Hicks Beach 
was one of the ablest chancellors of 
the exchequer on the conservative side 
bas ostentatiously absented himself 
from all debates on Lord Lansdowne’s 
resolution, and he announced his in- 
tentfon not to go to the house for di- 
vision. 
. His abstention was due to disappro- 
valrof Lord Lansdowme'’s course, and, 
together with that of other weighty 
conservative peers, will have great ef- 
fect in the country. 


American Coneu! In Danger. 

Washington, D.C—The U. 5. consul 
at Managua has been threatened by 
President Zelaya, and he has _ been 
granted permission to oécupy the lega- 
tion premises, as being more secure.

Rah, Te Micctern be Switchmen | Strike. 

Bt Paul, Mian —After 18. days, of 
negotiating between the switobmen’s 
union of North America and the raj}- 
way managers’ commission, represent 
ing 18 roads of the northwest, a striae 
involving 2300 switchmen became ef: 
fective at 6 o'clock Tuesday night. 

The men demanded six cents more 
un hour and double pay for Sunday 
and overtime in excess of 10 hours. 
The men were employed by the various 
railroads rupaing weet end north of 
St. Paul and Lake Superior to the 
Pacific qvast. 

The first effect of the strike was a 
sharp bulge in the price of wheat on 
the Chicago grain market. late Tues- 
day. As the roads entering St. Paul, 
Duluth and Superior are largely grain 
carriers from the west, the prospect 
of interruption to this traffic causes 
some to fear delayed deliveries ‘of 
grein. 

Both sides of the dispute have issued 
statements. That of the railway man- 
agers commission said: « 

“The awitchmen in the northwest 
territery made simultancous demands 
on 18 railroad companies centering in 
the Twin cities for double pay for 
Sondays, holidays and overtime; an 


advance of 60 cents per day of 10° 


hours in the wages of switchmen, 
swih tenders, engine 
heters-and assistant yard masters; 
@ modifieation of the -rale providing 
fer the payment of penalty in case of 
failure to permit switchmen to secure 
their meal in the middle of their shift 
at a stated period, which contemplates 
double pay in cages where it became 
necessary to wonk a portion of the 
meal hour, and the elimination of the 
physical examination and the age 
limit placed upon switchmen entering 
the service. 

“The managers’ committee offered 
the switchmen an increase of 20 cents 
per days of 10 hours in the rates of 
pay of switchmen employed in the 
territory weet of Havre, Mont., on the 
Great Northern railway, and west of 
Billings, Mont.,-on the Northern Pa- 
cific railway, but further concession 
was declined for the reason that the 
rates of pay of switchmen were in- 
creased over 13 percent in 1906.” 

At the present rates, the statement 
says, the wages of the switchmen av- 
erage more than $100 a month. It 
then recites that the managere sug- 
gested arbitration under the provisions 
of-the Erdman act, but the switch- 
men declined this suggestion. 


Believe Cook in Maine. 


Wells Depot, Me.—The people of 
this village are firmly of the opin- 
fon that Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the 
claimant for polar honors as the first 
to reach the northern axis of the 
earth is at the Pine Tree sanitarium 
here. 

They insist that the explorer arrived 
at noon Monday and will remain in 
seclusion until he thoroughly recovers 
from the nervous exhaustfen from 
which he is suffering, 

The man was seen on the street at 
Kennebunk Sunday by Mr. Bodge, the 
newsdealer, who identified him as 
Cook. 

_ On his arrival here he telephoned 
to someone in Boston and then went 
to the sanitarium. 

After an early supper the patient 
chatted for a few minutes with Mrs. 
Pitt, wife of the proprietor, Dr. Thos. 
S. Pitt of Cambridge, Mass. Dr. Cook 
then retired. 

While no one at the sanitarium 
would admit that the explorer was a 
patient there, it is regarded as signifi- 
cant that it was equally impossible to 
find anyone in authority who would 
deny that he was seeking rest and 
health at the retreat. 


Bishop Dies of Cholera. 

Manila, P. I—Bisbop T. A. Hen- 
drick of the diocese of Cebu died Nov. 
30 of cholera, The bishop had been 
gravely ill for several months and a 
brother recently came here from New 
York in the hope that he would be able 
to take the sick man home. 

There have been many cases of 
cholera at Cebu recently. 

Thomas Augustine Hendrick was the 
first American Romar Catholic biahop 
of the diocese of Cebu, Philippine Izl- 
ands. He was consecrated in Rome, 
Aug. 23, 1908, and took possession of 
the bishopric on March 6, the follow- 
ing year, 

T. A. Hendrick was born at Penn 
Yan, N. Y., Oct. 29, 1849. He was 
ordained a priest in 1873, in which 
year he was made assistant pastor at 
St. Mary’s church, Rochester, N. Y. 
Subsequently he was rector of various 
parishes in New York state. He was 
regent of the university of the etate of 
New York in 1900-03.

Thanksgiving Address, 

In gthe' course of ‘his address at the 
‘Thanksgiving! day service at the Con- 
gregational Church, Rev. N. , Fay 
‘Smith spoke’ in’ part’ as follows from 
the text; “I will be glad and, rejoice 
dn Thee.” (Psalm 9: 2): © Y 
One cannot but~feel in reading the 
‘Bible how large a place is given to 
‘praise, joy, a happy and glad experi- 
ence. This is the nature of the Jew- 
‘ish religion in the Old Testament. In 
the seventh month there were two 
feasts of praise, the feast of trumpets, 
and the feast, of tabernacles, in the 
latter of which ‘seven days were- oc- 
‘cupied in praising God., The. poetry of 
the Old Testament also shows a re- 
-ligion of radiant thanksgiving. And 
this is even’ more true of the New 
Testament. The Gospels and ‘epistles 
are full of the joy and blessing of mas 
‘Christian life. 
The Hebrew and Christian -religions 
are differentiated in this from all oth- 
er religions. The-wense of sin and con- 
sequent alienation from God have giv- 
en place to the sunshine of His for- 
giveness.and presence. 
The psalmist found cause for glad- 
ness and rejoicing in God. David had 
experienced the perfidy of man, he 
had known suffering and persecution; 
but he did not allow man to obscure 
the face of his Father. Behind all 
that came to him was the Person who 
was the eternal source of all his bless. 
ings. He was not embittered by what 
man had done to him, but would say: 
“Iwill be glad’ and rejoice in Thee.” 
God is still the unchanging object of 
praise. If the past year has brought 
something of sadness, if the outlook 
inclines you to pessimism, if every 
earthly hope has been blasted, we can 
still say: “I will be glad, and re- 
Joico in Thee!” 
Į recently read an article entitled, 
“A Course of Treatment in Thanksgiv- 
ing.” Praise does not well up epon- 
taneously even in Christian hearts, 
and we need to train ourselves in 
the habit and practice of thankagiv- 
ing. How? By expressing our grati- 
tude in praise and in prayer, by weav- 
ing it into our testimony and conver- 
gation. We shall then see things to be 
grateful for that otherwise we should 
never think of. a 
In this public service we are cele-

An important question relating to 
the eligioility of Armenians, Turks 
and Syrians to citizenship is under

. 8. circuit court. 

Noes. department of commerce and 
labor objects to the. naturajiaation of 
four Armenians of Worcester on the 
ground that they are Asiatics, and un- 
der the law not entitled to cittzenghip. 
Judge Lowell invited Moorfield Story, 
as a friend and officer of the court, to 
prepare a brief for him, and Mr. 
Story has submitted it to the judge. 

The, entire- question hinges on the 
construction of the phrase “free 
white people,” and the department of 
labor’ contends that it was the inten-' 


lians and all Asiatics. The depart- 
ment claims that Armenians are Asia-' 
tics .and not free white people with. 
in the meaning of the law. It bases 
its contention on a decision made & 
number. of -years’ago by Judge Colt 
of the U.’ S. circuit Gourt who held 
that Asiatics were not Sheik’, to 
citizenship. ` 

~The Armenians claim mit they are 
free white people within tha, meaning 
ofthe'statyte; and While they “are geo- 
graphically .Asiatica they are by race 
Indo-European, the same as the 
Greeks. Mr. Story sustains the con- 
tention of the ‘Armenians that while 
they are geograplically Asidtics they 
are of the Indo-European. race , and 
they are not of the yellow or the 
brown race, but are white people 
within the law.

Leo F. Stevens and Charles J. Glid- 
den, president of the Aero club of 
Philadelphia. 

Charles J. Giidden and H. Helm 
Clayton reported for the committee 
on balloon ascensions and parks that 
since the organizations of the club 
Mr. Glidden, Nason H. Arnold, Mr. 
Clayton, J. Walter Flagg and Jay B. 
Benton have qualified as pilots. Aero 
parks have been established at Pitte- 
field, North Adama, Springfield, Fitch- 
burg, Lowell, Manchester, N. H., and 
Rutland, Vt. 

It was reported that there have 
been no accidente or damage to prop- 
erty, or any close call or thrilling ex- 
perience. The use of the Boston has 
been discontinued and a new balloon 
ordered. It was recommended that a 
new balloon of 40,000 cubic feet ca 
pacity, to be called the New England, 
be ordered. There are 80 persons 
awaiting: thetr firet ascension, and 
three have signified their intention to 
qualify as pilots.
